It became known that the adjourn­ 
ment of the national committee S a ’ 
urday wras largely in the nature of i 
diplomatic proceeding. 
It had been 
suggested to Senator Lodge, an ardent 
supporter of Taft, that inasmuch as 
the nomination of Taft on the first 
ballot seemed highly probable that the 
remainder of the contests should be 
settled on a harmony basis. 
Among 
those who uryed this plan were Chair­ 


man New, Secretary Dover, Commit­ 
teemen Mulvane of Kansas, Hart of 
Iowa, Crane of Massachusetts, Scott 
of West Virginia, W ard of New York, 
Heyburn of Idaho, Brownlow of T en­ 
nessee and Scott of Alabama. 
The 
p’an was not received with favor by 
many members of the committee who 
have dominated the proceedings from 
the start. 
At the suggestion of Frank 
H. Hitchcock, m a n a g e r for Taft, and 
holder of the proxy of the New Mexi­ 
co member of the committee, an ad­ 
journment was taken until Monday. 
The Taft m anagers at once com­ 
menced a series of telegraph and tele­ 
phone communications between tills

and 
Washington. 
Neither 
Mr. 
Hitchcock nor Charles P. Taft, broth­ 
er of the secretary of war, were in­ 
clined to yield to the overtures made. 
Both were embarrassed, however, by 
the appeals made by certain members 
of what is known as the "Old Guard" 
in the Republican ranks. 
Mr. Hitch­ 
cock received 
from 
Washington an 
official endorsement of the "stand pat" 
position he had taken, and ihe state­ 
ment was made that it the "allies” de­ 
clined to continue their contests be­ 
fore the national committee the tem­ 
porary roll of the convention would 
he filled by the Taft delegates from 
the contested districts. 
"It is nothing hut a bluff and I am 
not goine to he scared by it,” said 
Mr. Hitchcock when told of the move 
by the "allies.” 
This expression was 
not made for publication, but it was 
carried to the anti Taft 
people. 
It 
was also noised about that President 
Roosevelt and S ecretary Taft h£d de­ 
termined to hold the Southern dele­ 
gations which hail been gained, and 
that no concessions could be expect­ 
ed from the Taft management.

He then gave up the law and 
joined the staff of the Free Press un­ 
der Wilbur F. Storey. 
In 1863 he be­ 
came managing editor and purchased 
an interest in the paper.

head until he went to The Hague in 
1893. 
He 
occupied 
this 
post 
until 
1897, when he returned and again took 
up the management of the Free Press. 
He is survived by six children.

a reasonable profit to the American 
producer.

I will be endorsed in general terms, and 
there may be a declaration favor ah lo 
to a maximum and minimum tariff as 
the one best calculated to insure the 
promotion of American interests un 
der varying conditions.

among the probabilities.
